railway congress, which closed its sev­ 
enth session here Saturday, have been 
officially announced.

esting of the conclusions related to 
railway rates on which, after prolong­ 
ed discussion in which every country 
in which railways are operated was 
represented, the congress unanimously 
expressed its conclusions as follows: 
"Tariffs should be based on com-
